OOTLESTOWM. 


Editor Dimm, the new proprietor of the 


Democrat, has given the Yerkes boom for 
Supreme Court local 
impetus. 
Mr, 


Dimm, in an editorial on Monday, enum- 
erated ' Judge Yerkes' qualification (or 
this high office and expressed the belief 
that independent Republicans would vote 
for him. It is the opinion of •everal.peo- 
ple here who look after matters political 
that Judge Yerkes will be a prominent fig- 
ure in the campaign thin Fall. They do 
not anticipate that he will be a formida- 
ble opponent if it becomes a case of Re- 
publican against Democrat, but a new 
feature has been Introduced. It is said 
that Justice Dean is In bad health, which 
may cause'his retirement. In that event 
the Democratic nomination will be worth 
looking after. 
It this happens Judge 


Yerkes would have a far bettor chance to 
achieve bis ambition. That it is his ambi- 
tion there is little doubt and it is a lauda- 
ble ambition. It is doubtful, however, 
whether Judge Yerkes' candidacy would 
appeal to the people at large as a fusion 
candidate. He is a man of strong convic- 
tions in the matter of politics and not 
sufficiently non-partisan to capture the 
independent vote were that fact known as 
it would be in a hard fight against a Re- 
publican nominee backed r*y the party or- 
ganization. Judge Yerkes has been pre- 
sented by the press to the public on fro 
quent occasions in news articles concern- 
ing his jevere sentences and opinions, and 
no doubt to the average newspaper reader, 
especially laymen,' he appears as one 
chiefly concerned with his official duties 
rather than political matters. As a mat 
ter of fact, nowever, it would be difficult 
to find a citizen in this county or State 
who takes a deeper interest in politics than 
Judge Yerkee. If he should chance to be 
successful, however, the appointment of 
his successor would at once become a mat- 
ter of interest It is altogether likely that 
Henry Lear would be the man. Mr. Lear, 
in addition to the highest qualifications 
for the office in a professional sense, is 
tied up with no political faction. 
He is 


a staunch Republican but not a politician. 
Therefore he has no political enemies. In 
view of these facts the coming campaign 
is likely to be attended with features of 
special interest to the people of this coun- 
ty. 


The annual statement Showing number

ingham townships possess the largest 
share. The number of acres of timber 
land is 19,808, Haycock leading the list 
with 8 687. 


The total value of real estate Is placed 


at $36,855,179; real estate .exempt from 
taxation amounts in value to $3,273,540. 


The number of horses, mules, 
etc., 


over the age of four years in the county is 
16,769 and their value is placed at $903, 
408. The number of head of cattle is 20,- 
118, with a valuation of $600,625. 


The value of salaries, emoluments, posts 


of profit, professions, trades, occupations, 
etc., foots up $2,829,100. 


The aggregate value of all taxable prop- 


erty for county purposes is $37,914,412, 
the taxes on which at the current rate 
amount to $94,289.26. 


Money to the amount of $10,500,070 is 


at interest-including mortgages, judg- 
ments, notes, stocks, bonds, etc. 


The value of stages, omnibuses, hacks, 


etc., throughout the county shows a total 
of $8170. 


The aggregate value of property taxable 


for State purposes is $10,608,240,which re- 
turned the sum of $42,032.90.

could be called ,upon in case of necessity la 
shown to be 10,364.

The blame belongs 
to the really effective Bar, to the lawyers 
who have the interest of the guild at heart. 
Nobody should blame any person who pro- 
cures admission to practice even if he is 
wholly innocent of any legal knowledge or 
practical adaptedness. Every profession 
is bound to defend against incompetent, 
uninformed, and unworthy persons.

They are part of the 
Church. Whatever occurs to the Church 
occurs to them. The causes of the pros- 
perity or decline of the Church lie outside 
of them. 
Nor is the Church to blame for her own 


decline. The pterodactyl and mastodon 
were not responsible for their disappear- 
ance. They were the victims of environ- 
ment. The same is true of the Church. 
When legends were more acceptable than 
history; when theology was more certain 
than science j when hell was a physical 
reality, the only escape from which was 
through the Church; when the universe 
was believed to be controlled by two 
powers, God and Satan, Satan 
being 


stronger than God, and every person as 
much afarid of one as the other; when 
authority was the arbiter of fate, the 
Cnurch flourished. The environment was 
favorable. But just as history supersedes 
fable, and science modifies theology, and 
hell passes out of men's minds, where 
alone it ever existed, and the universe is 
understood to be the expression of one 
power, and that a wholly eood power, and 
authority counts for nothing against truth, 
the Church declines. The environment is 
unfavorable. Nor is that decline tempor- 
ary. 
It is not possible for the Church to 


adjust herself to the new environment. 
The Unitarian Church is trying to do this, 
but her history shows that persons who 
leave, or do not join the orthodox church- 
es, do not generally become Unitarians, 
If they do not abandon a religions life, 
they develop a faith which fnds the 
Church unnecessary. And the effort now 
making to have the church meet recrea- 
tive needs of the people will not stem the 
tide that is setting against the Church, for 
the reason that society, the theatre, clubs, 
gymnaiums, billiard rooms and similar

Before Niagira Palls, which are now out- 


ting their way backward along the bed of 
the river to Lake Erie at the rate of about 
four feet a year, reach the head of Grand 
Island less than five miles away, there will 
be no Niagara.

The body of Mart Bricker who was

Knapp, when res- 
cued, was in an exhausted condition, and 
was only resuscitated with great difficulty. 
Both men were fellow clerks in the office 
of the Union Traction Company, of Phila- 
delphia. 
Knapp resides at Walnut Lane 


Station, Germantown. 
Bricker 
hails 


from Ohambersburg, Pa., where his par- 
ents reside. He was about 25 years old. 
Enapp stated that Bricker had on bis 
person a gold watch and a wallet contain- 
ing $150. 


A dispatch from Ohambersburg states 


that Mark Bricker was famous in his home 
as a swimmer and daring performer of 
aquatic feats. 
Among his companions be 


was called a water dog for his ability as a 
long distance diver and swimmer. 
He 


served m the First Volunteer Engineer 
Corps, U. S. A., during the recent war and 
spent four months in Porto Rico. He has 
two brothers, both Lieutenants in tbe 
army, Edward and Frank Bricker. 


Enapp came to Bristol and identified the 


remains. 


On Sunday afternoon Harry Winner,aged 


20 years, was drowned opposite Riverton. 
In company with four other boys of his 
age he secured a small boat at Bridesburg 
and sailed over to the Jersey shore, where 
they were struck by a squall and capsized. 
Winner was drowned, but the other three 
clung to the boat, and were picked up by 
L. 0. Woolman with his launch Vera, af- 
ter they had drifted about a half mile. 
The rescued boys were sent back to Bridee- 
burg by steamer.

The Phantom on the Ship and

In his ''Story of My Life" Augustus 


Hare tells n number of ghost stories, 
from whicb are the following: 


In November, 1873, Mr. Herman Meri- 


vole related the following story: "A cap- 
tain was crossing to America in bis ship 
with very few sailors on board. One day 
one of them came up to him on the deck 
and snld that there was a strange man 
in his cabin; that be could see the man's 
face, but thnt he was sitting tfith bis 
back to the door at the table writing. 
The captain said It was impossible there 
could be any one in his cabin and desired 
the sailor to go and look again. When 
he came up, he said the man was gone, 
but on tbe table was the paper on which 
he had written, with the ink still wet, 
the words, 'Steer Mne south.' The cap-, 
tain said that as he -was not pressed for 
time he would act on the mysterious 
warning. He steered due south and inet 
with a ship which had been long disabled 
and whose crew was In the last extrem- 
ity. The' ceptain ot the disabled ship 
said that one of his men was 'a very 
strange character. He had himself pick- 
ed htm up from a deserted ship, and- 
•luce then he had fallen into a cataleptic 
trance in which, when he recovered, he 
declared that he had been In another 
ship, begging Its captain to come to their 
assistance. 
When the man. who .had 


been sent to the cabin saw the cataleptic 
•sailor, he recognized him at once as tbe 
man he bad «een writing." 


In January, 1874, Mr. Hare met Colo- 


nel Henderson of tbe police force at a 
dinner. Colonel Henderson said that his 
father had been executor to old Lord 
Bridport, who' had a bos which no one 
was ever allowed to «nen and of the con- 
tent* 9t whicb even Lady Brldport was 
Ignorant. After Lord Brldport'*. death 
tlui widow sent Colonel Henderson to 
Took Into things and then said: "I wish 
yoo would open that DOS.

Immediately he heard 
a movement on the other s'ide of the ta- 
ble end, looking up, MW old Lord Brid- 
port 01 cleaily as he bad ever seen him 
In bit lit*, toowiing down upon him with 
a furious expression. He went back at 
once to Lady Brldport and positively re- 
fused to open tbe bos, which was then 
destroyed m .opened. Colonel Henderson 
laid. "I «hail ne»« to my dying day for- 
get the face of Lord Bridport u I MW 
lito-after he wa* dead."

In»trat<» the Kind of Daring Thai 
These H.'Toea Are Frequently 
ed Upon to Diiplay. 
Wriling oa the daring and the danger 


of firemen in The Century, Cleveland 
MofEett says: "In all its history I Sup- 
pose the world has seen no heroes liko 
these, who join the skill of gladiators 
with the valor of crusaders. Does that 
Bound like exaggeration? I should call it 
rather understatement." 


As illustrating tlie things firemen do 


every day and do gladly, he gives some 
incidents of one particular fire that hap- 
poned in New York on St. Patrick's day, 
1899. 
It was a pleasant afternoon, and 


Fifth avenue was crowded with people 
to watch the parade. A gayer, pleas- 
anter scene it would have been hard to 
find nt 3 o'clock or a sadder one at 4. 


The Ancient Order of Hibernians, com- 


ing along with bands and banners, were 
nearing Forty^slxth street when suddenly 
there sounded hoarse shouts and the an- 
gry clang of fire gongs, and down For- 
ty-second street come Hook and Ladder. 
4 on a dead run and swung into Fifth 
avenue straight at the pompous paraders, 
who immediately became badly scared 
Irishmen and took to their heels. But 
the big ladders went no farther. 
Hero 


they were -needed—oh, so badly needed- 
far the Windsor hotel was on fire—the 
famons Windsor hotel, at Fifth avenue 
and Forty-seventh street. It was on fire 
and far gone with fire (the thing seems 
incredible) before ever the engines were 
called, and the reason was that every- 
body supposed that of course somebody 
had sent tbe alarm. 


And so they all. watched the fire and 


waited for the engines, 10 minutes, 15 
minutes, and by that time a great column 
of flame was roaring up the elevator 
shaft, and people on the roof in their 
madness were jumping down to the 
street. Then some saue citizen went to 
a fire box and rang the call, and within 
flO seconds Engine C5 was on the ground. 
And after it came Engines 54 and 21, 
and then hook and ladder companies. 
But there was no making up that lost 15 
minutes. The fire bad things in Its teeth 
now, and three, four, five alarms went 
out In quick succession. 
Twenty-three 


engines'had their streams on that fire in 
almost as mauy minutes. And the big 
fire .tower came from Thirty-sixth street 
and Ninth avenue and six hook and lad- 
der companies arrived. 


Let us see'how Hook and Ladder 21 


came. She was the mate of the fire tow- 
er, and the rush of her galloping horses 
was echoing tip tbe avenue just as Bat- 
talion Chief John Bihus made out a wo- 
man in a seventh story window on the 
Forty-sixth street side, where the fire 
was raging fiercely. The "woman was 
holding a little dog in her arms, and it 
looked as 1C she was going to jump. The 
chief waved to her to stay where she 
was and, running toward the truck, mo- 
tioned it into Forty-sixth street, where- 
upon the tillerman at his back wheel did 
a pretty piece of steering, and even, as 
they plunged along the crew began hoist- 
ing the big ladder. Such a thing is nev- 
er done, for the truck might upset with 
the swaying. But everyrsecond counted 
here, and they took the chance. 


As they drew along the curb Fireman 


McDermott sprang up the slowly rising 
ladder, anil two men came behind with 
scaling ladders, for they saw that the 
main ladder would never reach the wo- 
man. Five stories Is what it did reach, 
and then McDermott, standing on the 
top round, smashed one of the scaling 
ladders through a sixth story window 
'and climbed on, smashed the second scal- 
ing ladder through a seventh story win- 
dow, 
and five seconds later hnd the wo- 


man in his arms. 


To carry a woman down the front of a 


burning building on scaling ladders is a 
matter of regular routine for a fireman, 
like jumping from a fourth story down to 
a net or making a bridge of hia body. It 
is part of the business. But to have one 
foot in the air reaching for a lower step 
on a swaying, flimsy thing and to feel the 
other step break under you and to fall 
two feet «nd catch safely—-that Is a 
thing not every fireman could do. But 
McDermort did it, and he brought the 
woman safely to the ground—and the 
dog too. 


Almost lit the name moment the crowd 


on Forty-seventh street was .gasping in 
admiration of a rescue feat even more 
thrilling. On the roof, screaming in ter- 
ror. Was Kate Ftannlgon, a servant 
swaying over the cornice, on the point of 
throwing herself down. Then out of a 
top floor window crept a little fireman 
and stood on the flre escape gasping for 
air. Then he reached in and dragged' 
out an unconscious woman and lowered 
her to others'aad was Just starting down 
himself when yells from the street made 
him look op, and be saw Kate Flanni- 
gan. She was ten feet above him, and. 
he bad no. means of reaching her. 
- The crowd watched anxiously and raw 
the tittle fireman lean back met the fire 
escape and 'motion and shout something 
.to the woman. And then she crept over 
tke cornico edge, hung' by her hands tor 
a second and dropped into the fireman's 
arm*.

Fiery Gale* of the Dakota* and tke' 


. Can»e» That Produce Them. 
"As the Dakotas are more or less sub- 


ject to the influences of what are usu- 
ally termed 'chlnook' winds," says « 
North Dakota meteorologist, "it may b« 
interesting to many to have a general un- 
derstanding of the character as well a« 
the causes that produce them.

"We all know that if we pour alcohol 


in the palm of our hand a cooling sensa- 
tion is experienced' Heat is required in 
evaporation, and the cooling sensation is 
due to loss' of heat from our hand re- 
quired in the evaporation of the alcohol. 
According to the law of conservation ol 
energy, no energy is ever wasted, and the 
heat that is required in evaporation will 
again become liberated through the proc- 
ess of precipitation. This is an essential 
fact in the explanation of the Chinook 
winds. It-is also well known that'a vol- 
ume of air at a given temperature and 
pressure has a certain capacity for hold- 
ing moisture and that it we increase the 
temperature, thereby 'increasing, the vol- 
ume, we also increase the moisture hold- 
ing capacity, and, inversely, if we de- 
crease the temperature we decrease its 
capacity. There must then be.a.point-in 
this reduction; process when the air will 
contain a maximum amount of moisture" 
for that particular temperature and pres- 
sure, and any reduction below this will 
cause a part of this moisture to be pre- 
cipitated. This point is known as the 
dew point. 
'"The moist air from the Pacific moving 
landward becomes cooled by coming in 
contact with the colder mountain and 
still further by expansion due to eleva- 
tion. As the air becomes more and more 
elevated the dew point is finally reached, 
and precipitation is resumed once more. 
By this succession of coolings practically 
all the moisture is deposited on the west 
ward side of the mountain, and when it 
reaches the summit it is practically dry 
air whose temperature is far above the 
normal for that-elevation. ^It is now 
ready for its downward journey, and its 
temperature is gradually increased, due 
this time to compression, and when' it 
reaches the.plains on th« leeward side of 
the mountain it is like a breath from a 
furnace in the intensity of its heat. Like 
an unsaturated sponge, it absorbs all the 
moisture in its path, -causing the drifts 
of snow to vanish as if by magic, yet not 
appreciably increasing the volumes of the 
rivers and creeks." — Bismarck (N, I>.)
